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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Amendment to claim 1 , if entered, changes the scope of the independent claim, which would require at least 
additional considerations and particularly resolving potential issues under 35 USC 1 1 2/1 st paragraph. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments are based on "the 
hydrolysable metal compound vapor and the water vapor which are reactant with one another", and thus, additional search and 
consideration are needed to determine the patentability of the proposed claim amendment. Applicants argue the use of the Terneu 
reference for teaching hydrolysable metal compound and water vapor streams meeting each other before they reach the substrate 
(arguments at page 12). Applicants' attention is drawn to col. 4, lines 18-23 of Terneu whereby hydrolysable metal compound and water 
vapor streams are supplied to a coating zone and come into contact in the VICINITY (e.g. in proximity; streams meeting before reaching the 
substrate) to the substrate face being coated; and thus, the claim limitation is met. 
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
